10 (Cunrently amended) An article having transferred onto a surface of it a region- 
wise optically modified cholesteric liquid crystalline laye r, comprising at least one 
sinole-film layer including a plurality of regions having cholestericallv ordered 
material, in which pitches of the cholestericallv ordered material of the plurality of 
regions differ from one another . 

1 1 (Original) An article as claimed in Claim 10, characterized in that the layer 
comprises an holographic image. 
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12 (Currently amended) A method for providing a surface of an article with a 
decoration or tex t as clai'mod in C l aim 1 , in which at least a region-wise optically 
modified choiesteric liquid crystalline (aver is transferred onto the surface of the 
article In a transfer operation, and the material of the layer choiesteric liquid 
cristaliine is oriented in such a way that the axis of the molecular helix of the 
cholesterically ordered material extends transversely to the layer, wherein the 
method comprises the steps of: 

providing a layer of a cholesterically ordered material comprising a quantity of 
a convertible compound which in its non-converted and in its converted state 
detennines the pitch of the cholesterically ordered material to a different extent, in 
which the conversion of said compound may be induced by radiation, 

irradiating the layer in accordance with a desired pattem so that at least a part 
of the convertible compound in the irradiated parts of the layer is converted, 

polymerizing and/or crossllnking the cholesterically ordered material to form a 
three-dimensional polymer. 



13 (Original) A method as claimed in Claim 12, characterized in that in^diation in 
accordance with step b is perfonmed such that the irradiation dose is different for at 
least two different areas of the layer. 
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
